When a RKI-UHI.ICAN reporter vieitect 


the Teouey cannery yesterday afternoon 
be found tbe tbermoineter up- be- 
yond tbe hundred notch,and 300 people 
eager for work under conditions that 
would have satisfied a ealamander. 


It waa hot within that vast building 


at H and Ventura street. Notwith- 
standing the breeze that swept through 
tbe doors on the north elde, the wind 
itself was hot, and the 240 women who 
had cheerfully accepted the ordeal 
looked heated atid flushed. Fifty of 
them were employed in putting apricots 
already cut into cane; tbe others were 
engaged in preparatory cutting. 


These women were of all agee. No 


woman other than one in need of the 
wanes would have been content to wilt 
in that big building a full ten hours for 
a possible wage of 50 cento. No one 
would have thought of accepting the sit- 
uation, save in the hope of Boinethlng 
much better in the near future. Nev- 
ertheless, without a murmur, or even a 
sigh, 200 of the 
women of Fresno 


stayed with tbe ordeal of ten houre 
'"twixt hopes and feare," and eome of 
them went out with leaa than 20 cents 
to their credit. 
It could hardly be otherwise. The 


fruit supply was small in proportion to 
tbe number of hands engaged. Scores 
of the women sat with noshing to do for 
more than an hour at a time. There 
was DO fruit for them to cut, that waa 
all. Tbe cannery people had been be- 
sieged with applications for employment 
by anywhere from 300 to 500 women. 
Tbe moment there seemed to be a 
chance those furnished with "labor 
tags" were told to come. Tbe result 
was that there'were 50 women ready to 
(ill the cane and 100 to cut fruit at 1 p.m. 
yeaterday. 


If the fruit had been as abundant 


then as it will be in two weeks all would 
have been well. But, as it ie, the ftpri- 
cota represent the only fruit ia sight 
and tbe supply of these is quite email. 
Just ao soon as the peaches come in tbe 
present conditions will be exactly re- 
versed, but it was gathered that the 
employee thus far have been having an 
uphill task. It redounds to the credit 
of theee 200 women that they stayed 
with their work to the end of that long 
hot day, with hours of weary waiting 
thrown iu. 


The operations of the cannery are sim- 


plicity itself. The fruit aa it arrives at 
tbe north door ia receipted for and 
weighed. It is next graded by a me- 
chanical apparatus, and the over-ripe 
and under-ripe fruit picked out. The 
ripe fruit is cut for desiccation; tbe un- 
der-ripe fruit is held till it becomes ht 
for canning. Any kind of fruit tdat is 
to be successfully canned must be just u 
little ehort ripe, firm and free from 
bruises; bu1; It uiuBt not be soft or 
green. 


The cutters receive the graded fruit in 


boxes of fifty pounds, and it takes a 
quick eye to watch the nimble fingers aa 
the knivca do thoir work. Very much 
in earnest are thefn women. Bomo of 
them have raleed grandchildren, eome 
are pretty girls of 10. "All honor to 
them," would be tbe involuntary ex- 
clamation of the visitor, but vlsitoro »re 
not usually allowed in the Tennov can- 
nery, or in any other well conducted 
factory. 
When tbe cutters had completed their 


taeK on a box of apricots, tbe halves 
were conveyed In smaller boxes to the 
packers. Each of these packers etood 
ia front of a frame about M high as the 
elbows, and proceeded to pack the fruit 
into owe, through • hole two inchei in 
diameter. Ae fast as the cana were 
111 led they were placed, a dozen at a 
time, under ft lyruplng machine until 
lull. Then a OhtnMo placed a cap on 
each can and touched .the riuia with a 
brush 
dipped iu chloride 
of 
zinc. 


Five Chinese proceeded to wider up 
the cans, leaving a tiny hole in the cen- 
ter. This hole w*a to allow tho steam 
to escape, when the cans should bo 
Bteum-heated in the n«xt process, leav- 
ing the tiny holn to be waled with a 
drop ot solder as a Una) step. After thin 
nothing remained but to stack away the 
filled aud sealed cnns, label theiu Mid 
put them ou the market. 


Such is an outline of the scene in tbe 


Tenney cannery 09 the KKI-UIU.ICAN ro* 
porter SAW it yesterday. It wae a Imey 
scene, truly, but tho most of the em- 
ployes, particularly tbe cutlere, might 
have been excused for wishing for more 
fruit und fewer wuite, with a tiood hon- 
est cbanco to make H. dollar a day. That 
chance ia not there now, and it may bo 
a week bnforo Uin cutters can reach thin 
iiguro. Hut the fact is conclusively ee- 
Libliehbd in the mind ol" ilie ubbervir 
that at leaat 200 women of Fresno profur 
toil to idleness, and honesty to its an- 
tithesis. The sun ifl hot and tbe toil in 
hard, hut the cannery docs not eeem 
likely to lack williDR handc; at least not 
now. Among the :WO peraoue muployed 
yesterday 2")Q w«ie women and f>0 men. 
Of tbe latter alxmt tun were (JliincHc, 
engaged in the soldering work.
